Hrory  Ward  Beecher  preached  a 
Tbunkrgi  viog  sermon  loot  weak,  in  which 
be  diacoaaed  aevernl  points  relating  to  the 
Cobood  School  question.  He  wa*  in 
faror  of  "goodies*  acboola  of  exclud- 
jag  *11  Bible  reading  from  them  aa  being 
“the  only  fair  policy.”  in  view  of  the 
conflicting  claim*  of  the  various  aecU  of 
Chriatiaas,  Jew*  and  ioOdete.  To  quote 
from  a  newapaper  report  of  bia  aermon, 
he  said  :  __ 

•The  acboola  are  not  rritgioa*  taaUtutkm*, 
aad  »boald  not  be  made  *».  any  more  than  a 
atore  Wbal  would  you  thlnb  of  a  man  a  go¬ 
ing  I  a  to  a  furaltare  manufactory  and  raki.^ 
tbe  proprietor :  ‘Do  yon  make  chair*  r  Tea.

Admitting  that  a  achool  abonld  not 
be  made  a  religion*  institution  any  more 
than  a  afore  we  believo  there  abonld  be 
a  moral  distinction  between  tbe  two.  A 
man  might,  without  conacientioua  aero 
plea,  go  or  tend  bi*  children  to  a  "god 
leea”  atore.  where  tbe  proprietor  did  not 
make  Bibles,  nor  believe  in  them  ;  but 
he  would  not  entruat  bia  children  to 
each  a  man  *  instruction  a a  a  achool 
teacher. 

If  it  i*.  plausibly,  "fair”  to  kick  tbe 
Bible  out  of  the  achoolhouae  for  tba 
rename  put'  forth  by  Mr.  Beecher 
it  ia  certainly  not  treating  tbe  Book  in  a 
fair  manner,  considering  tbe  obligations 
tbe  world,  irrespective  of  creed,  owea 
its  inspired  pages.  It  i*  like  a  man  » 
turning  bia  back  opon  a  faithful  friend, 
saying  that  be  needs  bis  aid  no  longer. 

The  Bible  undeniably  is  tbe  original 
source  and  fountain  from  whence  we  de 
rive  all  we  have  or  know  about  law,  jus¬ 
tice  and  wisdom.  Can  we,  then,  dispense 
with  it  and  it*  iollaence  ?  8hould  we 
repudiate  the  Scripture*  by  veuturiDg 
upon  this  untried  experiment  of  godleaa 
schools  ?  Woold  it  not  be  caating  our¬ 
selves  loose  from  tbe  as  feat  of  mooring* 
to  doao  ? 

Let  us  look  at  this  achool  matter  iu 
plain,  boainena  like  way.  There  is  no 
disputing  the  fact  that  the  present  edu¬ 
cational  system,  either  through  the  Bi-

pertiy  in  tbe  past.  Perhaps  it  will  coo 
tinoe  to  prosper  jnat  as  well  in  tho  future 
if  are  take  away  tbe  Bible  and  make  it 
godleaa — and  perhaps  not.  But  it  ia  un 
wise  to  exchange  a  certainty  for  an  uncer¬ 
tainty,  nnlees  tbe  prospective  benefit 
largely  exceeds  tbe  risk.  Let  ns,  in  this 
case,  aee  if  tbe  end  hoped  for  justifies 
tbe  means.  Is  this  exigency  of  fairness 
and  policy  really  demanded— and  if  ao 
by  whom  ?  Aa  we  understand  tbe  real 
it  sue  on  this  question ,  the  Roman  Cath 
olics  do  not  want  nor  would  they  be  sat 
isfied  with  godleaa  acboola.  ‘‘Oodles*’ 
is  the  very  epithet  they  bestow  upon 
them  aa  they  now  exist,  xeith  the  Bible 
reading.  What  they  want  ia  a  division 
of  the  school  moneys  in  order  that  they 
may  have  their  own  Catholic  Schools. 
We  are  unaware  that  there  ia  a  de¬ 
mand  made  by  any  class  for  godless 
schools.  When  we  bear  it  announced 
positively  from  Calbolio  pulpits  that  tbe 
Roman  Chnreh  will  support  tbe  Free 
School  8ystem  with  tbe  Bible  reading 
left  out,  then  it  will  be  time  to  consider 
the  expediency  of  adopting  Mr.  Beech¬ 
er’s  system  of  conciliation. 

A  writer  in  the  Newark  Advertiser,  in 
an  article  on  this  topic,  recommends  the 
patting  at  rest  forever  of  tbe  vexed  ques¬ 
tion  by  the  adoption  of  a  National  Consti¬ 
tutional  amendment  which,  covering  tbe 
whole  ground,  ia  in  thorough  consonance 
with  tEfr  principle*  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  faga,  at  the  same  time,  demands 
of  tbe  country  no  semblance  of  cringing 
to  anybody,  nor  any  disrespect  /or  tbe 
Bible : 

•  No  Sta*e  shall  make  any  law  respecting  an 
cstabliahment  of  religion  or  prohibiting  the  free 
rxerclae  thereof ;  ana  no  money  raised  by  taxa¬ 
tion  In  any  8tmte  1>+  tbe  rapport  of  Pnbhc 
8c bools, or  derived  from  any  pn>>llc  fond  there¬ 
for.  shall  ever  be  under  tbe  control  of  any.  reli- 
gloua  sect,  nor  tbsll  any  moory  ao  raised  ever 
be  divided  betweeu  religious  sect*  or  denomin¬ 
ation*."’ 

Tba  writer,  in  advocation  of  this  meas¬ 
ure,  »4ya  :

e.-ming  mc^gge  will  njge  an  amendment  to 
oar  National  Constitution  >f  this  character,  and 
that  It  will  become  a  part  of  the  organic  law  of 
< he  country-  Tbe  qneatiou  must  be  settled 
soon.  In  some  way ;  and  we  know  of  no  better 
way  to  settle  It  than  this.  For  we  are  all  well 
persuaded  last  the  American  people,  under  no 
pretext  abater,  r,  will  ever  allow  the  fnnd*  of 
tbe  Slat*  to  be  applied  to  tbe  rapport  of 
sectarian  acboola.  Rather  than  surrender  this 
principle,  which  is  so  do* r  to  every  American 
heart,  they  will  rise  In  thetr  might  and  crash 
out  any  power  which  lifts  op  its  hand  against 
tv”

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  full  | 
finishing  of  the  building  contemplates 1 
foot-lights,  a  drop  curtain,  scenery,  etc., 
also  th#  use  of  tbe  hall,  with  proper  re¬ 
strictions,  for  sncli  harmless  amusements 
aa  musical  and^ramatic  entertainments

A  very  good  reason  exists,  based  on 
moral  grounds,  for  having  tbe  ball  fiin- 
isbed,  as  soon  ms  possible,  in  the  manner 
spoken  of. 

It  ha#  been  the  custom,  heretofore,  to 
have  concerts,  tableaux,  and  dramatic 
representations  (which  are  demanded  by 
all  civilised  and  enlightened  com  muni- 
ties)  produced  in  our  village  churches, 
there  being  unfortunately,  no  other 
places  in  toan  large  enough  to  accom¬ 
modate  even  a  moderate  audience.  Tbe 
Weatmioster,  the  Methodist,  and  tbe  Old 
Presbyterian  churches  have  all  been  ao 
used,  we  are  sorry  to  say;  and  just  here 
we  must  unqualifiedly  denounce  the  prac¬ 
tice  as  a  tin  and  sbame.  To  »U°w  acbnrch 
to  be  thus  desecrated  is  a  downright  re¬ 
proach  to  Christianity.  Nowhere  in  tbe 
Bible,  as  we  are  aware  of,  is  it  sane 
tioned,  while  on  the  other  hand  there  is 
tbe  divine  injnnction,  "Render  unto 
C»«ar  the  things  which  sre  C**ar’a,  and 
unto  God  tbe  things  that  are  God’s.”  We 
have  also  the  tradition  of  the  Master 
himself  driving  oat  of  tbe  temple  those 
who  profaned  its  sacred  preciucte  by 
their  every-day  occupations. 

Therefore,  on  moral  grounds,  onr 
churches  ought  not  to  be  turned  into 
loenes  of  hilarity  that  are  perfectly 
appropriate  any  where  else.  Since  the  de¬ 
mand  exists  among  the  most  worthy  and 
respectable  people  of  tbe  place  for  tbe 
class  of  amusements  spoken  of,  the  indul¬ 
gence  of  which  has  neither  produced 
barm  in  tbe  past,  nor  is  likely  to  do  so  in 
the  future,  the  sooner  we  have  an  appro¬ 
priate  public  place  where  this  bent  for 
rational  divertiaementcan  be  properly  sat¬ 
isfied,  tho  better  it  will  be  for  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  all  concerued. 

There  ia  no  danger  that  even  the  pas¬ 
time  of  amatner  theatricals  will  run  to  a 
hurtful  extreme.  Tho  expenditure  of 
time  and  money  required  for  the  rehear¬ 
sals,  costumes,  etc.,  demanded  for  an 
acceptable  performance  will  be  sufficient 
to  impose  restriction  and  keep  in  abey¬ 
ance  rxeevsive  infatuation  and  indul¬ 
gence.  If,  however,  there  sbou’d  chance

HOW  ACTORS  LJVE  AND  DU, 

There  are,  of  tbe  young  men  and  wo¬ 
men  wbo  read  your  puper,  some  who 
have  been  and  are  crazy  to  get  ou 
tbe  stage.  They  have  heard  of  tbe  won¬ 
drous  costumes  tbe  actresses  wear,  and 
of  the  gorgeous  salaries  they  draw,  and 
they  suppose  that  the  life  of  a  player  ia 
one  unending  round  of  pleasure.  The 
few  who  do  "get  on  the  stage”  find  the 
difference  between  fancy  and  fact  in  a 
very  short  time. 

It  is  the  hardest,  meanest,  most  oncer- 
tain  and  wretchedly  paid  bnsiuees  in  the 
world.  Not  one  actor  in  a  thousand 
makes  more  than  the  merest  subsistence, 
at  his  best,  with  the  certainty  staring  him 
in  the  face  that  at  the  end — when  he  cun 
act  no  more— of  dying  in  an  almshouse, 
or  subsisting  on  the  charity  of  youDgei 
ones,  who  are  almost  as  poor  aa  himself. 
There  ars  those,  of  oourse,  who  make 
immense  salaries.  Edwin  Booth,  for  in¬ 
stance  never  plays  for  less  than  8600  a 
night,  and  Sothern,  Charlotte  Cushman, 
and  a  dozen  others  command  quite  as 
much.  But  you  can  number  this  class 
on  tbe  fingers  of  yoar  two  hands.  These 
sre  tbe  exceptions,  jast  as  Stewart  and 
‘Clafliu  are  among  merchant*.  Tbs  high¬ 
est  salary  paid  regular  stock  actors  in 
New  York  is  8100  per  week  for  a  season 
of  nine  months.  Out  of  this  sum  the 
actor  baa  to  furnish  his  wardrobe,  which, 
if  pieces  change  frequently,  makes  a  ter¬ 
rible  hole  in  it  Then  he  lias  idle  three 
months  in  the  year,  and  wbut  is  worse 
for  his  pocket,  the  very  nature  of  bis  em¬ 
ployment  makes  frequent  expenditures 
almost  unavoidabls.  The  most  prudent 
end  the  year  frith  nothing — nine-tenths 
of  them  are  always  in  debt.  And  there 
are  always  ahead  of  them  two  ghosts— 
lack  of  engagements  and  sickness.  Out 
of  employment  in  his  profession,  there 
is  nothing  under  heaven  for  him  to  do, 
and  sickness  means  starvation.  A  noted 
English  actor  Darned  Beln  ore — a  man 
who  stood  first  in  eocentric  comedy  in 
that  country,  and  who  was  the  especial 
pet  of  the  "nobility  and  gentry  George 
Belmore,  who  kept  all  England  laughing 
for  year*,  died  last  week  iu  a  poor  board¬ 
ing-house  on  Fourth  avenue,  dependent 
at  the  last  on  the  charity  of  hia  fellow- 
actors  for  the  gruel  he  ate  and  the  medi¬ 
cines  be  look.  Not  a  dollar  in  the  world, 
and  a  wife  and  seven  children  dependent 
on  him  in  London  ! 

Who  has  not  heard  of  Fox,  the  panto- 
mi  mist  ?  Who  baa  not  laughed  at  hia 
wonderful  ant*cs,  hia  merry  quilps  and 
inirka,  and  hia  endlesa  flow  of  fun  ?  Poor 
Fox  !  Paralysis  struck  him  at  forty-two, 
and  be  goes,  with  never  a  dollar  to  leave 
hia  family.  Ooe  side  of  his  face  i»  para¬ 
lysed,  hia  braip  l*  softened — bard  work 
did  it — and  be  goes  out  a  mere  nothing. 
Another  pantomimist  stands  ready  to  take 
hia  place— the  play  goee  on— enter  Maffit, 
exit  Fox.  Aud  some  day  out  Maffit  will 
go  and  another  will  take  bis  place. 

Young  man  or  young  women,  aa  tbe 
case  may  be,  if  you  have  any  aspirations 
for  the  stage,  crush  them  out  at  once. 
The  life  ia  one  in  which  there  are  ten 
thousand  blanks  to  one  prise,  and  of  the 
prizes  there  is  not  one  in  a  thousand  that 
is  worth  Laving.  It  is  an  ngly,  unsatis¬ 
factory,  miserable  iife  at  the  beat,  and  a 
horrible  life  for  any  who  cannot  get  above 
decent  mediocrity.  Be  a  shoemaker,  a 
tailor,  a  blacksmith,  or  the  wife  of  one, 
hut  never  be  an  actor  or  actress.  Take 
the  advice  of  one  who  knows,  and 
don't.

Sanitary  Matters  In  Meatdnlr. 

A  meeting  of  the  Montclair  Sanitary 
Association  waa  held  in  Pi  1  labary  Hall 
last  Tuesday  evening  for  the  purpose 
chiefly  of  discussing  tbe  subject  of  bonee 
ventilation.  Mr.  C.  H.  Johnson,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Association,  and  the  other  of¬ 
ficers  were  present,  together  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Dr.  Pink- 
ham  was  the  chief  spanker.  He  explain¬ 
ed  his  idea  of  a  model  bouse,  as  regard¬ 
ing  ventilation,  to  be  one  ao  constructed 
that  the  air  within  should  be  kept  oon- 
stintly  as  pure  and  fresh  aa  that  oat  of 
doors.  He  illustrated  by  diagrams 
plan  for  thoroughly  ventilating  house 
It  contemplated  a  ventilating  line,  to  be 
connected  with  a  central  chimney  of  tbe 
house,  in  which  floe  a  strong  upward 
draft  was  to  be  maintained  by  means  of 
beat ;  the  various  rooms  of  the  dwelling 
to  be  connected  with  the  ventilating  flue 
by  lateral  tabes  between  tbe  floor  beams 
openings  to  be  at  the  oeiling.  and  near 
tbe  floor  of  each  apartment 

Dr.  Hawea  and  Mr.  Samuel  Crump  al 
so  explained  methods  of  ventilation, 
among  them  a  novel  contrivance  by  Mr 
Roberts,  Architect  of  New  York.

Probable  Future  ef  the  West  Line  Rail¬ 
road. 

It  would  not  be  surprising  to  hear,  at 
no  diataut  day,  of  the  opening,  across 
the  southern  part  of  our  township,  on 
substantial  basis,  of  another  through  tine 
of  railway  connecting  Pennsylvania  with 
New  York.  The  West  Line  railroad  be¬ 
gins  in  Hunterdon  County, Dear  tbe  track 
of  the  Easton  A  Amboy  Road.  Running 
eastward  across  oar  State,  it  now  has  its 
terminus  near  Millburn,  within  about 
three  miles  of  the  Watchung  Railroad 
Railroad  track,  which  ends  at  Llewellyn 
Park.
